Truce Talks Again Hit Snag 


A MASS MEETING of the 


city's school teachers with th 
board of education last week 
apparently did much for both 
to clear atmosphere some 
what clouded this month. 


The meeting dealt mainly with 


the new teacher salary schedules 
and requirements of summer schoo 
attendance for teachers. 


UNDOUBTEDLY 
the teachers 


made it clear during the private 
get-together Thursday night, which 
had been called by the Dixon 
Teachers association, that some of 
them felt they unjustly were being 
by-passed by raises. 
About 90 


teachers of the 110 in Dixon report- 
edly attended the meeting. 


Left out when raises were voted 


April 15 by the board were all 
teachers with only two or three 
years of college training and those 
with four and five years of train- 
ing who have taught here more 
than 13 years. 


Two hundred dollar pay hikes 


over the 1952-53 salary schedules 
were given all others—those with 
four or five years of training who 
are just starting here or have 
taught here 13 years or less. 


WHEN THE pay hikes were 


voted, the board said there simply 
were not enough funds available 
to increase salaries of the groups 
left out. 


The board added that the avail- 


able money was allotted in raises 
where the board thought it would 
serve as an incentive to teachers 
with less college training to further 
their educations, 
so they could 


qualify for the higher salary brack- 
ets. 


That at least proposed an expla- 


nation for teachers with two and 
three years of training. 
But it 


failed to tell those with bachelor 
and master degreea who have been 
left out of the pay raises. 
• * * 


A TEACHER present at the meet- 


ing told us the board attempted to 
provide that explanation, and from 
other reports reaching this office, 
the board's position was accepted 
by the teachers with little further 
expression of dissatisfaction. 


The board's explanation reported- 


ly contended that raises were not 
allotted throughout the schedul 
for teachers with master and bach 
elor degrees because the availabl 
funds were needed to compete with 
other cities in this area in attract 
Ing recent teacher graduates. 


Thus, the pay increases started 


Hi the end of the salary schedul 
which includes beginning teachera 
and was continued as far as th< 
funds lasted. 
The funds ran ou 


when the schedule reached teach 
*rs with more than 13 years in the 
Dixon system. 


That, according to our informa 


tion was the stand taken by the 
board. 
• * • 


THE BOARD'S position on sum 


mer-school requirements also was 
detailed. The board April 15 re- 
duced requirements of professional 
growth for teachers with bachelor 
and master degrees. 


Previously, they were required to 


obtain six weeks of normal school 
training every four years. Now the 
requirements stands at five weeks 
every five years. 


Our source said the board out- 


lined details of the new require 
ments on professional growth as 
follows: 


CHOICE OF courses would be up 


to the individual and need not be 
in the individual's teaching field; 
pcnaty for failure to comply with 
the requirements would result in 
the board's refusal to renew the 
teacher's contract; the require- 
ments apply to classroom teachers, 
special 
teachers, 
administrators 


and supervisors. 


THE MEETING resulted in at 


least one new action by the two 
groups. A proposal that problems 
concerning both be studied in the 
future by a joint committee of 
teachers nnd school board mem- 
bers was received favorably both 
by the teachers and the board.

No. 2 Defense Man

WASHINGTON HP)—Rog- 


er M. Kyes, deputy secretary 
of defense, said today the 
Eisenhower administ ration 
will review the whole muni- 
tions picture and weed out 
high-cost arms plants to keep 
America strong in peace and 
war. 


The No. 2 man in the Defense 


department announced: 


"Widely Diffused" 


"Because in some instances the 


mobilization base is too widely 
diffused, there will be situations 
where a sufficient quantity of the 
item manufactured is not required 
to maintain a minimum economic 
production flow In all facilities. 


"In these cases, certain of the 


facilities will be forced to stop 
iroduction, and where necessary 
for the maintenance of the mobi- 
ization base, arrangements will be 
made for standby, while in others, 
he tools will be handled in such 
a manner as to assure their avail- 
ability. The general policy will be 
hat of retaining the low-cost pro- 
ducer of desired goods, as against 
he high-cost producer." 
But Kyea also said "careful con- 


sideration" would be given to pre- 
serving Industrie* vital to defense 
which do not have full opportunity 
n civilian economy, noting that 
'the aircraft industry in an ex- 
ample of this type." 


This major policy statement by 
tyea presumably reflected the 
urrent views of Secretary of De- 
ense Wilson, who has been in 
lurope.

TOKYO UP)—The United 


Nations command tonight of- 
fered . a $100,000 reward to 
the first Communist flier to 
bring a MIG-15 jet or other 
Russian-made jet over to the 
Allied lines. 


The offer was broadcast over the 


Allied radio. The Air Force show- 
ered North Korea with leaflets 
announcing the offer. 


The flier also was offered "polit- 


ical asylum and resettlement in a 
non-Communist country."

$100,000, all other fliers following

A Dixon man was sentenced to 


30 days in the county jail and fined 
$50 and costs today in county court 
after pleading guilty to a charge of 
tampering with a motor vehicle. 


Lalon Joseph Cook, 31, nesiding 


at the Keystone hotel, Dixon, was 
arraigned this morning before Lee 
County Court Judge Grover Ge- 
hant. 


Cook admitted that he had taken 


a car owned by Ernest Karvadas, 
26, of Dixon, on April 10 and drove 
to Chicago. He didn't return until 
Thursday. 


The information prepared 
by 


State's Att. James Bales charged 
that Cook took the car without con- 
sent of its owner. 


According to a statement signed 


by the defendant, he went to Chi- 
cago where he had visited his 
mother. 


Sheriff Charles Redebaugh testi- 


fied in court that Cook and Krava- 
das had been drinking together 
prior to the time the car was miss- 
ing. 


He said that the defendant and 


Kravadas had been talking of going 
to Chicago, but that Kravadas later 
changed his mind. Cook decided to 
go anyway, so he used the Krava- 
das car. 


Cook took the car while Krava- 


das and others were fishing in the 
Seven Mile branch creek near the 
Lowell Park road, three miles 
northwest of Dixon.

Returns Today; Will Report to 
President on Atlantic Defense 


WASHINGTON—<*)—Secretary of State Dulles returned from an At- 


lantic alliance meeting today to report to President Eisenhower and 
congress that "we accomplished some good, hard, practical results" 
in the interests of American security. 


Dulles together with Treasury 


Secretary Humphrey and Foreign 
Aid Chief Stassen arrived 
from 


Paris at 8:25 a.m. 
(CST) in a 


military air transport plane. He 
said he expected to see Eisenhower 
*me time today and go before the 
senate foreign relations commit- 
tee Tuesday. 


"Very RealiMic,'1 


Of the Paris session he said: 
"We had, I think, a very success- 


ful meeting. We were very realis- 
tic. We accomplished some good 
!iard practical results which I think 


on the one hand fully protected the 
interests of the United States and 
on the other hand built up the 
strength of NATO in which we 
were all interested." 


The secretary of state now faces 


the task of seeking vital financial 
support from 
congress for the 


slowed-down European defense pro- 
gram. 


This may prove to be a formid- 


able task—not only because of the 
cost-cutting temper of congress but 
also because of indications the de- 
fense buildup may henceforth go 


even slower than Dulles himself 
has advocated. 


Due to Report 


The secretary was due to report 


promptly to President Eisenhower 
on the north Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization council meeting which 
he and other top U.S. officials at- 
tended. 


The council set military targets 


for the Atlantic Allies for this 
year at an increase of six divisions 
in Western Kurope for a predicted 
total of about 56. 


The Eisenhower administration 


had favored a slowdown or stretch- 
out of the program for a long cold 
war 
struggle 
with the Soviets. 


Dulles thus abandoned the urgency 
with which representatives- of the 
previous Truman administration 
had piessed the armament build- 
up.

Test Vote on Oil 
Lands Bill Planned 
For Today, He Says 


WASHINGTON UP)— Sen 


ate Republican Leader Taft 
declaring "filibusterers are 
weakening," aimed today for 
a test vote in the wordy battle 
over ownership of the oil-rich 
submerged coastal lands. 


The Ohio legislator said he look 


ed for a clearcut show of strength 
late today on an amendment by 
Sen. Anderson (D-NMJ, an advo 
cate of federal control of the con 
troversial areas. 


Not Optimistic 


But Taft said he was "not awful- 


ly optimistic" about setting up a 
date for a final vote on the house 
approved bill which has been a 
storm center of senate debate since 
April 1. 


Anderson's 
amendment 
would 


knock out the bill's provision to 
establish state title to the offshore 
lajids within the states' historic 
boundaries. It would substitute pro- 
visions to give the federal govern- 
ment title to the lands, with Zl\'2 
per cent of revenues from offshore 
developments in the marginal sea 
going to the coastal states. 


Backers of federal control, while 


conceding they are outnumbered 
2-1 by senators favoring state con- 
trol, have held the floor in long 
speeches which they contend- are 
designed, not as filibusters, but to 
"educate the public." 


Taft Threaten* 


Tnft has threatened around-the- 


clock meetings as routine begin 
ning Tuesday, unless there is early 
agreement on a date for final vot- 
ing. 


Once the Anderson amendment 


is disposed of, Taft said Sunday, 
he will call for votes on amend- 
ments by Senators Hill (D-Ala) 
and Malone (R-Nev). 


Hill's proposal would go a step 


beyond Anderson's by providing 
the submerged lands be set aside 
for aid to schools. Malone's amend- 
ment would give the stales title to 
mineral rights on most federal 
public lands within their bounda- 
ries. 


Schedule Caucus 


Opponents of state ownership had 


a strategy caucus scheduled today, 
but Hill said he doubted they would 
be willing to quit talking right 
away. Taft snid Sunday there was 
no press of legislation for the next 
two weeks but he felt the bill's 
opponents were "rather inclined to 
be reasonable" about ending the 
debate.

UN Flatly

With Mallet

d he beat his wife to death with 


a cioquet mallet and chopped off 
her hands with a hatchet.

grisly drama, swinging the mallet 
again, a police movie camera and 
sound equipment recorded his ac- 
tions and words. 


Richard E. Fredericks. 35. re- 


turned Saturday night from Maple- 
wood, N. J., where he was arrest- 
ed, was taken to his Van Nuys 
home Sunday. 


Detectives Al Ortiz and C. S. 


Stewart said Krcdencks, an insur- 
ance clerk, told this story: 


Last Jan. 7 he and his wife Ruth, 


32, got into an argument because 
she wanted to go back to work as 
a waitress in a cocktail lounge. 


He went outside to work in the 


yard. 


"I was cutting devil grass in the 


back yard when I heard her run- 
ning toward me," he said. "Just 
as she got near me, she tripped 
over our children's wagon and fell. 


A knife fell from her hand. She 


cursed me. There was a croquet 
mallet behind me which I had 
been using to put stakes in the 
rose garden. 
I r e a c h e d and 


grabbed the mallet and started to 


swing at her. I don't know how 
many times. I just kept swinging." 


Fiedencks said he dragged his 


wife into the gaiage. The detec- 
tives said he related that later that 
night, when the couple's thiee 
small childien were asleep, he re- 
turned to the gaiage and cut the 
hands otf with a hatchet, burying 
them in the yard to pi event fmgci- 
pi ml identification of the body. 


Later the same night. Fredericks 


said, he awoke his children, told 
them they were going on a trip 
and drove to Mexico.

French Indo-China is composed of three states—Viet 


'• -Nam. Laos and Cambodia. Viet Nam, in the north and along 


the east and south coasts, has 22.500,000 of the 27,000,000 
Indo-Chinese people and 123.000 of the 286.000 square miles. 
Thus far the Indo-Chinese war has been concentrated in the 
northern part of Viet Nam. 


But now the battle has entered a new phase. Rebel Viet 


' Minn troops, supplied by the Russians and Red Chinese, have 
"'moved into neighboring Laos to the south and west. Unless 
-•this drive can be crushed, a new crisis—possibly the worst of 


the war—will confront the French and the free world con- 
cerned with keeping Indo-China out of Communist hands. 


Economically, Laos is of minor importance. Its popula- 
tion is not much more than a million, and it is covered with 


mountains and plateaus. But strategically it could be of cru- 


V!cial significance both for Indo-China and for all Southeast 


Asia.

A glance at the map shows that the western border of 


Laos is the Mekong river. Across the river for most of its 


.,,..length is tiny Thailand, independent, often willowy in the 


past, but stout enough to send combat units to fight with the 
UN in Korea. For a small stretch up north, Burma is at the 
Laos border. 


Should the rebel Communists overrun Laos to the Me- 


,...kong, Red pressures upon free areas of Asia would be mag- 


<• "iiified many times. A threat that for a long time has been 
" -distant would suddenly become close and immediate. 


This danger to the rest of Southeast Asia has existed 


"fall along. It is the reason the fighting in Indo-China has been 


regarded as vital to Asia's freedom. 


— 
Neither Thailand nor Burma are basically strong, nor 


are they bucked up by close ties with any single European 
power like the French. They would be hard put to hold out 
against a Red horde that had successfully knifed across Indo- 
China after seven years of trying.

A further peril in the Laos campaign is the prospect 


that Viet Minh forces may turn eastward, slash to the coast 
and thus cut the Vietnamese lands in two. This plus a push- 
to the west would to a large degree render meaningless the 
continued defense of northern Indo-China in the populous 
Hanoi region. 


Under such circumstances, a Red drive down the penin- 


sula into Cambodia and toward centers like Saigon might 
develop and might be extremely hard to stop. 


Obviously, the fate of Indo-China and perhaps much 


more hangs in the balance of this new campaign. 
Successful 


resistance to it might so clip the rebels' wings as to clear the 
way for their final defeat. A French collapse would open 
the floodgates. 


The West shbuld take alarm. While the Kremlin talks 


.of peace, its puppets in Asia are putting dangerous new vigor 
into their drive to conquer the world's biggest continent. It 
is not something to stand idly by and watch happen. "

don't see the neat irony in their erecting a "permanent" truce 
building at Panmunjom to supplement the tired old tents that 
have served so long.

Hamish Mclvaiirin, Newsman-Author, Prompts Pegler to 
Memories of James Boys, (iiin-SlingiiiK Frontier Days 


TUCSON, April 26—.My nearest neighbor in the Arizona desert is 


Hamish McLaurin. It was an interesting coincidence lh.it set us down 
only a quarter of a mile apart because he is an old newsps^er hand 
who did rewrite on the New York Evening World under Charles -E. 


Chapin. who took delight in persecuting his hands; 
murdered his wife and ended his days cultivating 
geraniums in the Sing Sing hot-house, hated to the 
last by men who had suffered at his hands. 


Hamish began in Denver a little before Gene 


Fowler's time and was Damon Runyon's roomie for 
a spell when Damon was showing the first flashes 
of the brilliance that finally glowed with a cold light 
after he had gone on the wagon for always. There 
is a legend that four Chinamen in the kitchen of 
the Denver Press Club staked Damon to his first 
fare to New York to take the job with Hearst which 


proved to be permanent. 
But the fact is that Hamish funded him. He 


speaks lovingly of Runyon to this day. 


On first acquaintance, some feeling out disclosed that Hamish had 


run up a prosperous practice in \vho-dtinnits and had wrjttcn a mys- 
tery story which Joe Patterson ran in the early days of the New York 
Daily News with a $10.000 prize for the author of the best concluding 
chapter. Hamish's own final chapter was sealed away in a vault and 
the prize went to the amateur author whose closing chapter conformed 
most nearly to his. Jn that exploit and his other who-dunnits, and for 
comedy vaudeville acts, Hamish used the name, of Laughlin James. 


This quiet, extremely gentle man 


with heavy black brows who has 
suffered from prolonged ills but is 
doing better now, is also the au- 
thor, under his true name of Ham- 
ish McLaurin. of a library book, 
on Oriental religions or, as he pre- 
fers to call them, philosophies, 
based on first-hand inquiries in the 
Orient.

Tells How Chinese Surgeon 
Operated Minus Anaesthetic 


TOKYO IB— A U.S. army medic 


freed by the Communists said to- 
day six Chinese medics held him 
to an operating table while a Chi- 
nese doctor removed grenade frag- 
ments from his leg without an 
anaesthetic. 


"I think they were giving me 


the best medical care they knew 
how, but I can't figure why they 
didn't give me anything to knock 
me out for the operation," said 
Pfc. Fred Steinke, 21, West Allis, 
Wis. 


Steinke said the Chinese gave 


him an anaesthetic for a second 
operation later at another hospital. 


The Chinese 
captured Steinke 


March 5 when they overran Little 
Gibraltar Hill on the western front. 


"I was patching up one of the 


guys that got hit," the blond husky- 
looking soldier said in an interview 
at Tokyo Army hospital. "They 
threw a grenade and hit me in the 
right leg. They captured me." 


He said that after the Reds took 


him off the hill they put bandages 
on his leg to keep the dirt out and 
stop the bleeding. They carried 
him on a stretcher to an' under- 
ground hospital, where a painful 
operation without" anaesthetic was 
performed. 


After the operation the Red doc- 


tors gave him morphine, adrenalin 
and glucose, Steinke added. 


During the seven weeks he was 


a prisoner he was in six hospitals 
—all underground. 


He said the Reds seemed to give 


prisoners the same treatment they 
gave their own soldiers. 


The Communists did not talk to 


him about politics, Steinke said.

New Security 
Program Aired 
By Brownell 


WASHINGTON I,T> — The admin- 


istration will put into effect May 
27 its new security program de- 
signed to keep out of federal jobs 
those whom President Eisenhower 
calls "the disloyal and the dan- 
gerous." 


Details of the plan were outlined 


at a White House news conference 
today by Atty. Gen. Brownell, a 
few hours after they had been dis- 
cussed at a regular Monday con- 
ference of GOP legislative leaders 
with the President. 


The program ^replaces the old 


loyalty-security tests of the Tru- 
man administration and puts the 
test entirely on security. 
But 


Brownell explained that the new 
and stringent security test criteria 
are broad enough to include loyal- 
ty. 


It will be applied to sensitive 


positions in all agencies as well 
as to the few departments covered 
under the former Truman program. 


The program was set forth in a 


longthy executive order signed by 
President Eisenhower.

New Limits 
For Religion 


BELGRADE. Yugoslavia i-fi 
— 


Yugoslavia's powerful Federal Ex- 
ecutive Council has drafted a new 
law spelling out the limits of re- 
ligious freedom under President 
Marshal Tito's Communist regime. 


The law — published Sunday 


and certain of parliamentary ap- 
proval later this year— reaffirms 
the Yugoslav Constitution's basic 
guarantee of freedom of worship. 
However, it rejects recent demands 
of the Roman Catholic church, in- 
cluding those for religious instruc- 
tion in public schools and unre- 
stricted circulation of church pap- 
ers. 


The new law calls specifically 


for a separation of schools from 
religious instruction and puts re- 
ligious literature under the gener- 
al laws governing the press, thus 
allowing government control over 
material considered hostile to the 
administration. 


The law declares as a basic 


principle that all religions are 
equal 
and 
bans discrimination 


against individuals on the basis of 
religious conviction. It permits re- 
ligious schools to train future cler- 
gymen and allows the clergy to 
hold services on church grounds, 
form their own organizations and 
collect money for expenses.

on truck license fees, city sales 
tax and anti-tuberculosis bills Mil 
occupy attention of' the Illinois Le- 
gislature this week.

in the current fees. 


The House Revenue Committee 


has set a hearing Wednesday on 
the major bill among city aid plans 
pending in the Assembly. 
The 


measure would remove the re- 
quirement that cities need referen- 
dum approval before levying a half 
cent local sales tax. 


Mayor Martin H. Kennelly has 


put the sales tax bill at the top 
of his program for raising money 
to meet Chicago's financial troub- 
les. 


In the Senate, the Public Wel- 


fare Committee Wednesday will 
take up five bills requiring persons 
suspected of having tuberculosis 
to undergo treatment. Those who 
refused would be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. 


The Senate Highways Committee 


has docketed a hearing Wednesday 
on a measure calling for semi- 


annual safety tents of passenger 
cars. A similar bill, passed in 1951. 
was vetoed by former Gov. Adlai 
E. Stevenson. 


A resolution dealing with re 


apportioning .legislative districts 
is listed for consideration by the 
House Executive Committee Tues- 
day. It provides for six-year terms 
for senators and four-year terms 
for House members. Senators now 
serve four years and representa- 
tives two years.

President Eisenhower Is 
Nearing End of Tirst 100'

WASHINGTON f.T) — On Thurs 


day 
President 
Eisenhower will 


have completed his first 100 days 
In the White House. There will be 
comparisons between his first 100 
days 
and 
those 
of presidents 


Franklin D. Roosevelt and Tru- 
man. 


But these are comparisons with- 


out real significance since the cir- 
cumstances under which the three 
men took over the presidency were 
different. 
A true judgment of Ei- 


senhower's first 100 days may have 
to wait a year, perhaps years. 


It will have to be pegged not so 


much on what he has done'in these 
first 100 days but on the plans 
and decisions made in that period 
for the future. 


Roosevelt took over when the 


country was broke and bewildered. 
He had to act fast to prevent col- 
lapse, and he did. with one emer- 
gency measure after another. 


Truman's first 100 days were 


momentous—the surrender of Ger- 
many and the disintegration of 
Japan—but would have been the 
same no matter who sat in the 
White House. 


Eisenhower inherited, not a world 


xvar or an economic emergency, 
but situations which, while they 
contained critical elements, were 
mainly static: the country was 
amazing prosperous: there was a 
cold war with Russia; there was a 
hot war in Korea. 


All three situations had been In 


existence long before Eisenhower's 
election and none called for instant 
solution or emergency handling. •

The prosperity might not last if 


the Eisenhower administration was 
not wise enought to do all the right 
things as they needed to be done, 
perhaps one at a time, over a 
number of years. 


But at least with prosperity there 


was no crisis at home. 


In foreign affairs he has followed 


almost rigidly a policy laid down 
by Truman. Some few changes he 
has made seem small now, but 
may be so profound in the long 
run as to be the basis upon which 
Eisenhower's first 100 days even- 
tually will be judged. 


He plans to back the French 


more fully in their war with the 
Communists in Indochina. Long 
after the Korean War is over that 
may be the key to blocking com 
munist expansion in Asia. 


While in his administration Is 


talking about reduced foreign aid 
and defense spending, Eisenhower 
has cautioned that neither this 
country nor its allies should relax 
defense efforts simply because the 
Russians 
are 
making peaceful

these

ning and that "if you win, you 
bring great honor to the school, 
but if you lose, they chase you out 
of town." 


Duggan placed the blame for the 


recent college basketball scandals 
on the schools and adults. 


The schools, he said, hired ath- 


letes to produce winning teams 
which, in effect, was offering the 
players their first bribe. Later, he 
said, adults seek you out, not for 
your individual ability, but for 
what you can do for them. They 
don't care too much for you be- 
cause of the high price they put 
upon winning. Once there is trou- 
ble, Duggan reported, the schools 
and couches run from the athletes 
such as when the scandals broke. 
Tlie.se are the same schools which 
are the "breeding ground" for the 
scandals. 


Citing the case of Alex Groza. 


who was convicted of taking bribes 
while with the University of Ken- 
tucky, Duggan spoke of Groza's 
arrest and how, though arrested 
outside the Chicago Stadium after 
a basketball game, Groza did not 
realize that the many policemen 
aiound the playing floor were wait- 
ing for him. 


As Groza was arrested, Duggan 


said, two soldiers and their girls 
walked by and one said. "That's 
Uroza. ail-American." D u g g a n 
added to tins saying, "Yes, all- 
American crook, a part of the 
system that we have today in ath- 
letics." 


Duggan then spoke of his recent 


firing and subsequent hiring be- 
cause of his comments on Jim Nor- 


ris. president of the International 
Boxing club. He stated that he had 
not apologized for his remarks and 
that they stili stand. 


"I have a new way, a perfect 


way, of making money," he said, 
"that's telling the truth. If a guy 
is a bum and you can prove it, say 
so. If you can prove it, he has to 
be." Duggan added that, though 
he has been buffeted around, not 
once has he been taken to court for 
what he has said. 


Rpn Belcher, senior football and
